Why We Offer Potted Roses 


Instead of requiring part of the spring and often summer to get rooted 





and established in your garden, our Roses, started in pots during the 
winter, can be planted in your garden and start blooming right away. 


Because of their early start in large 6” pots, cur potted roses develop 
a splendid root system and naturally go through the next winter easier. 


PLANTING. Many years have proven that in the spring, our Rose Cus- 
tomers are best served with ROSES from large pots, having been started 
during winter and kept in cold frames where they can make roots in 
advance of the growing season. Such plants are sure to grow and bloom. 
Just tip the plant out of the pot, being sure not to break the “potball’’ as 
this would disturb the roots. The soil in which they come has already been 
enriched, but it is well to mix scme well decayed cow manure or Driconure 
into the soil with which you are going to surround the plant. Plant so 
that the place where the rose was budded (at start of ‘‘fork’’) is covered 


with about 2 inches of soil.
